Salades. 

It's summer in Perth Australia!!! 

Hot weather and even some sunburnt skins. When 
the sun's out in Holland, you never know how long 
it's going to last. If they can, people will drop 
anything they had planned and head out to the parks, 
the beaches or their own backyards and balconies to 
make the most of the sunshine. 

But here in Perth the sunny days go on and on. 
However, the last thing you want to do in such a 
case is to spend hours in the kitchen, preparing a 
meal. 

Today's dish, Huzarensalade, is a perfect dish to 
serve on a hot day and it uses up any leftovers you 
may have laying around the fridge. 

It only needs the minimum of attention and work, 
but it will be a welcome sight on your table. 
Huzarensalade, or Hussar's salad, was supposedly 
invented by the Hussars, a light cavalry regiment. 

As their tactic was to be inconspicuous and since 
they were always on the go, they would not build 
fires to cook their food but chop up whatever they 
had and mixed them together: A boiled potato, a 

piece of meat, 
some pickles 
and created this 
cold salad, 
perfect for 
leftovers. 
Whether the 
story is true or 
not, is almost 
irrelevant: The 
end result is a 
tasty, filling and 
refreshing dish 
with a minimum 
of effort! 
Preferably use 
leftover veggies 
for this salad. 


If you don't have any leftover roast, ham or cold 
steak, simmer some beef the evening before. 
Depending on the cut of meat, this can take up to 
two hours: Just let it simmer on low heat until 
tender. If you simmer the beef with some carrots, 
celery and onion, you can use the remaining broth 
for a light, flavourful groentesoep. 

Huzarensalade. 

Ingredients: 

500 gr beef, cooked (ham, spam or cold steak) 

2 large potatoes, boiled 
1 small sweet onion 
8 medium dill pickles 
1 red apple 

1 small can of peas and carrots (if you don't 
have leftover vegetables) 

4 tablespoons mayonnaise 

2 tablespoons dill pickle juice 

For the garnish: 

Boiled eggs 
Mayonnaise 
Cocktail onions 
Tomatoes 
Paprika 

Cut the beef and potatoes in small cubes. Chop 
the sweet onion and 
pickles. Peel the apple 
(or not, as you please), 
core it and cut it in 
small cubes. 

Drain the liquid from 
the peas and carrots 
and mix everything 
together with the 
mayonnaise and the 
dill pickle juice. Taste 
and adjust if needed. 

Rest the salad 
overnight. The next 
day, put the salad on a big plate, (a few lettuce 
leaves underneath adds to the appeal) cover 
lightly with mayonnaise and decorate with 
garnish, sprinkle with the paprika and other 
spices you may want to use. 

Serve it with buttered toast and a smile, you can 
now enjoy the rest of the day without anybody 
going hungry!

Gelukkig Nieuwjaar to friends and followers of the 
Dirk Hartog 400th Anniversary Committee

We wish you the best and welcome you to take part 
in what is the 400th year since Hartog arrived in 
Western Australia and left a record of his historic 
visit at Shark Bay. 

We look forward to telling you about the many 
exciting events being held in 2016, beginning with 
the imminent launch of a new Western Australian 
Museum website commemorating Hartog's legacy. 
Members of the committee are involved in a number 
of activities, which include the WA Museum, State 
Library of Western Australia, Curtin University, 
Murdoch University, The University of Western 
Australia, The National Archives, Art Gallery of 
Western Australia, Curtin Art Gallery (Curtin 
University), Lawrence Wilson Art Gallery (The 
University of WA), and the Dutch community. 

WA's replica ship Duyfken will be getting a much- 
needed makeover and will set sail for Cape 
Inscription in October, the 400th anniversary of 
Hartog's arrival at Shark Bay. 

In Perth, Curtin University will host an Orange Day 
on October 16, 2016. Expect a big bike ride into 
Curtin that Sunday. A book, 'The Dutch in the 
Western Third' will be launched this year. The 
exhibition, 'Dutch Diaspora: Orphans of the Dutch

Murdoch University will host the 7th International

In November, the Sixth International Congress on 
Underwater Archaeology (IKUWA6) will be hosted 
by the WA Maritime Museum in Fremantle, under 
UNESCO's patronage.

The historic city of Culemborg

Culemborg (formerly also spelled Kuilenburg or 
Kuylenburgh) is a municipality and a small city in the 
province of Gelderland. The city is situated close to 
the Lek River. In 2015 it had 28,00 inhabitants. 

The nearby cities of Utrecht and 's-Hertogenbosch can 
easily be reached by train. 

1 History: 

Originally, Culemborg was a Merchant Village 
situated on the ridge of the rivulet De Meer and the southern bank of the river Lek. 

In the 12th Century Lord Jan van Beusichem built a small castle next to the village. 

In Joan Blaeu's map of 1649, Culemborg was entirely enclosed by city 
walls and moat-like canals. A moated castle stood outside the city walls. 

All the houses presented a united front along the streets and two canals cut 
the city in three sections, but market gardens were plentiful within the city 
walls. 

On "Sente Nycolausdach" (Saint Nicholas’ Day) in 1318 the citizens of the 
settlement received city rights from their Lord, Jan van Bosinchem, which 
included exemption from taxes on the annual market and the right to grant 
asylum. 

However, this did not mean that anybody was free to settle there. The town 
had its own jurisdiction. 

Whoever committed a crime or misdemeanour had to appear before the Schout en 
Schepenen (sheriff and bailiffs) and would not escape his due punishment. 

But they did have the right to defend themself and as long as they remained within 
the walls of Culemborg, the accuser was denied entrance to the town. 

In Amsterdam "to go to Culemborg" meant to go bankrupt. 

In the 14th Century town ramparts and a moat 
were built to keep unruly gangs and enemy 
troops out. Twice the city was expanded 
beyond the existing ramparts. Around 1370 a 
shippers’ quarter was built to the north, the so- 
called Havendijk (harbour front) and twenty 
years later the hamlets Lanxmeer en Parijsch 
in the south were annexed under the name of 
Nieuwstad (New Town). 

Thus, a kind of "tripartite town" was created. Havendijk and Nieuwstad 
too were included within the walls. 

Between 1639 and 1714 the county fell to the House of Waldeck- 
Pyrmont and afterwards to the Counts of Van Saxen-Hildburghausen. 
The German Lords considered Culemborg a very handy cash cow. 
Under their subsequent rule the French destroyed the castle between 1672 and 1674, they pillaged the 
library and stole part of the town’s archives.

Due to lack of money Van Saxen-Hildburghausen sold Culemborg with all its extensive rights and domains 
to the district of Nijmegen for almost one million guilders. After the French occupation, the town became 
part of the Kingdom of the Netherlands. The House of Oranje Nassau was the last line of counts to rule 
over Culemborg and that is why the Dutch Queen still holds the additional title of Countess of Culemborg. 


Transport: 

Culemborg is served by the Culemborg railway station, 
which offers trains to Utrecht (city) 4x per hour and 2x per 
hour to 

's-Hertogenbosch and Tiel. 

The town owes a lot to the last descendant of the House of 
Culemborg. Lady Elisabeth founded the Elisabeth hospital, 
a closed court of Almshouses for old men and women. 

She also advanced the money to build the beautiful town 
hall and the steeple of the St. Jans church. 

Her inheritance allowed the Elisabeth Weeshuis 
(orphanage) to be built. This orphanage now serves as a 
museum and library. 


Culemborg and Industrialisation: Railway Station. 

The construction during the second half of the 19th Century of the 

railway Utrecht - ‘s Hertogenbosch (the by now replaced rail bridge was completed in 1868) was an 
important boost for the industrial development of Culemborg. Especially the cigar and furniture industries 
grew strongly in those years. These days, our town comprises a wide variety of industries besides the 
traditional furniture mills. 

In 1995, Culemborg was one of the cities which were evacuated because of the risk of flooding.
